Available  vaccine  is  limited  to 
approximately  100,000  shots  for 
the  entire  nation.  This  is  not  even 
sufficient  to  answer  the  need  of 
high-risk  recipients,  such  as 
diabetics,  those  with  respiratory 
diseases  and  heart  trouble.  Luckily 
most  flu  victims  are  otherwise 
healthy  and  therefore  able  to 
withstand  the  attack. 

The  average  victim  can  expect  to 
be  ill  from  about  five  days  to  a 
week,  and  any  medical  care  will 
only  alleviate  the  discomfort 
without  shortening  this  period 
appreciably.

In  a two-hour  meeting,  Vance 
listed  seven  minor  points  of 
procedure  already  settled  with  Col. 
Ha  Van  Lau  of  Hanoi.  American 
sources  said  Lam,  who  was 
accompanied  by  Saigon’s 
ambassador  to  Washington,  Bm 
Diem,  approved  these  agreements. 

Then  Vance  and  the  Saigon 
envoys  discussed  the  main  points 
of  procedure  still  to  be  settled. 

NOT SOLVED 

These  include : 

—The  shape  of  the  confCTence 
table.  Lam  and  Diem  were  said  to 
have  insisted  they  could  not 
accept,  under  any  circumstances, 
the  other  side’s  demand  for  a 
square  table.  They  endorsed  an 
American  proposal  that  there 
should  be  two  rectangular  tables 
facing  each  other,  with  the  allies 
using  one  and  the  Hanoi  and  NLF 
delegates  the  other. 

—The  order  of  speeches  at  the 
opening  session.  The  South 
Vietnamese  were  reported  insistent 
that  the  NLF  leader,  Mrs.  Nguyen 
Thi  Binh,  should  not  in  any 
circumstances  be  allowed  to  speak 
before  Lam,  the  chief  of  Saigon’s 
delegation. 

— The  placing  of  national  or 
party  flags  and  nameplates  on  the 
conference  table.  The  South 
Vietnamese  were  said  to  be  totally 
against  the  use  of  any  emblems  that 
might  suggest  a separate  or 
independent  identity  for  the  NLF, 
which  they  consider  a tool  of 
Hanoi. 

Ambassador  W.  Averell 
Harriman,  chief  U.S.  delegate, 
stayed  away  from  the  working 
session.  It  had  been  announced  he 
would  attend,  but  American 
sources  reported  this  was  an  error.

students  have  become  well 
informed  about  the  problems 
facing  the  world  today. 

More  people  must  recognize 
what  the  students  have  already 
recognized-that  today’s 
universities  have  tremendous 
potential  power  to  influence  many 
people,”  said  Dr.  Christiansen. 
“And  students  are  attempting  to 
solve  world  problems  through  the 
use  of  the  university.” 

Dr.  Christiansen  gave  several 
factors  for  the  success  of  the 
protest  groups.  Among  them  were: 

1)  the  use  of  Communist  methods, 

2)  the  concerns  and  frustrations  of 
the  students  which  make  it  possible 
for  the  organization  of  students 
against  social  problems,  and  3)  the 
dissatisfaction  of  students  in  the 
lack  of  high  quality  teaching  and 
the  student’s  loss  of  identity. 

Dr.  Christiansen  added  that,  “If 
we  will  listen  to  the  message  that 
our  youth  are  trying  to  give  us,  and 
have  the  courage  to  change  our 
behavior  and  institutions  in 
keeping  with  our  finest  democratic 
and  religious  principles,  we  will  be 
able  to  properly  respond  to  the 
message,  and  in  doing  so  will  not 
only  preserve  our  youth,  but  our 
country  and  ourselves.” 

Among  the  questions  asked  the 
panel  was,  “What  are  the  legitimate 
channels  that  BYU  students  can 
use  to  bring  about  reform?” 

The  panel  answered  by  saying 
that  grievances  could  be  expressed 
through  student  government,  the 
student  paper  and  other  student 
organizations.
